When I look ^ t the present F ay­ 
ette 
County 
jail I think 
of the 
county’s first jail, which according 
to one of the old histories, was lo­ 
cated near the present structure, 
and consisted of two 
hew n 
log 
pens, or b uildings, one within the 
other. The wails w ere ab out a foot 
apart and filled in b etween with 
stone. 
The outer wall was ab out 24 feet 
square and two stories in height. 
It was b uilt ab out 137 years ago. 
b ack in 1811. 
At the east corner of this prim ­ 
itive prison 
was 
located a door 
which opened into a hallway some 
six feet 
wide, 
which 
extended 
along the northeast 
side 
of 
the 
b uilding. 
A stairw ay 
led to the “deb tor’s 
room ” on the second floor, where 
persons unab le to pay their deb ts 
were confined. 
On the first floor was a room 
some 12 b y 18 feet used for crim ­ 
inals. 
Some unknow n person set the 
jail on fire and it was totally d e ­ 
stroyed in 1823, together with the 
sheriff's small frame structure a d ­ 
jacent to the jail, 
and the only 
thing Sheriff Rob inson saved was 
a deer-hide trunk containing some 
clothing. 
In 1825 a new jail was b uilt on 
the same square, on a little differ­ 
ent location. 
It was a two-story 
b rick structure 15 feet square and 
arranged inside somewhat like the 
old log jail. 
The w'alls were only 13 inche: 
thick 
and several prisoners es­ 
caped while it was in use, 
New walls and other repairs of 
the jail were made in 1836, b y 
Benjamin A. Crone, at a cost of 
$350. 
The jail, was used until 1839 
and a new* jail was b uilt in 1840 
and ’41. It cost $4,700 and was 44 
b y 35 feet. 
The 
third jail lasted until the 
present structure 
was 
b uilt 
in 
1884 
when 
the new courthouse 
was finished.

not the way to peace.” On Sep­ 
tember 12 Hitler made an angry 
speech demanding “ self-determin­ 
ation” for the Sudeten Germans 
in western Czechoslovakia. B rit­ 
ain had a mission in Prague to 
mediate

Sudeten 
Germans and the Czechoslovak 
government, but its efforts col­ 
lapsed. There was bloody fight­ 
ing near the German frontier be­ 
tween 
Czechoslovak 
gendarmes 
rind Sudeten Germans. The B rit­ 
ish cabinet met in emergency ses­ 
sion. 
It w’as in this tense atmosphere 
that 
Chamberlain 
telegraphed 
Hitler for a conference, which the 
fuehrer set 
for 
Berehtesgaden. 
French Premier Daladier had urg­ 
ed Chamberlain to make the ef­ 
fort. France pinned her hope of 
peace on this fateful parley. 
The prime minister never had 
flown before and his experience 
should have been a premonition of 
dire events, for he became very 
air-sick (as did I) and ordered his 
plane to land so he could continue 
by train. However, thre was no 
room for premonitions in a mind 
through which 
“ peace 
in 
our 
time” never ceased to sough like 
an autumn wind in the trees. He 
didn’t know' there could be such 
evil persons as Hitler. He thought 
that right must triumph. 
So the two chiefs of govern­ 
ment met in the fuehrer's “ castle” 
o n a pea k rising from the sweet 
valley of Berehtesgaden 
through

This County 


Losses in Bygone 
Years W ere Heavy 
Every Year 


Due to almost general immuniza­ 
tion to prevent the disease, there is 
practically no hog cholera in Fa y­ 
ette 
County at the 
present time, 
veterinarians report. 


In bygone years swine losses al­ 
most every year reached into the 
tens of thousands of dollars as 
thousands of hogs fell 
victim to 
the plague. 


Then came countv-wide quaran­ 
tine and immunization, with the 
result that 
since that time losses 
have been light. 


In terms 
of dollars 
and cents, 
protection against hog cholera is 
four time.- as important to Ameri­ 
can swine 
raisers 
this fall 
as it 
was ten years ago. 
the American 
Foundation for Animal Health de­ 
clared today. 


“ Hogs have been selling at $25 
to $30 a hundredweight in recent 
w’eeks," the organization pointed 
out. “ Compared with s i m i l a r 
periods in past years, these prices 
are four times as high as the 1938 
level and twice as high as the 1945 
prices. 


“ Therefore, the financial loss due 
to hog cholera this fall would be 
the highest in history if swine rais­ 
ers did not take e cry precaution 
to protect their stock. Cholera is 
still America’s No. I killer of swine 
of all ages.” 
The American foundation offer­ 
ed farmers the following pointers 
on hog cholera prevention: 
“ Guard 
against bringing the 
cholera virus onto your farm on

Rea ctio n Ma y Occur 
With this preparation, as with 
others of this type, certain reactions 
may occur, the most common of 
which is drowsiness. This symptom 
developed in about one out of six 
of those treated. However, of the 
total number of those who reported 
reactions, the majority were suffer­ 
ing from asthm a and, therefore, had 
received comparatively large doses. 
Reactions in other patients were for 
the most part quite moderate. With 
the moderate dosage required 
in 
treating allergic conditions other 
than asthm a, reactions occurred in 
less than one out of ten cases. 
It would appear that further 
studies of this newer nnti-hi3tamine

Find Regarded 
Important to 
Archaeology 


An unusual and important find 
has been made on the 
Orleton 
farm, IO miles northwest of West 
Jefferson, where G. W. Putnam, 
manager of the farm. uncovered 
skeletons and a tube pipe. 
Raymond *S. Baby, of the State 
Historical Society staff. was no­ 
tified, 
and nine skeletons, two 
tube pipes, and two bone awls 
were found. The skeletons were 
flexed, that is. knees to chest and 
hands to face. All remains were 
found in a pit from two to five 
feet deep. 
The most important fact in this 
case is, that it is the first time a 
trained archaeologist 
has 
exca­ 
vated material believed to be of 
the “ Gravel Knoll People.” Before 
this, information has been here- 
say and materials taken to the 
Ohio State Museum have 
been 
given by interested people, 
but 
not excavated by those trained to 
evaluate the evidence found. 
Ohioans are proving to be ar­ 
chaeology 
conscious. 
Several 
times in recent months when ex­ 
cavations have revealed skeltons, 
pottery, and other material, the 
work has been stopped and spec­ 
ialists called. This is of vital im­ 
portance in reconstructing a true 
picture of Ohio's prehistoric peo­ 
ples. A notable example of this 
was on the Ater farm at Frank­ 
fort, this summer. 
“ Gravel Kame People.” a pre­ 
historic Indian group who were 
wanderers, and buried their dead 
in gravel knolls, are believed to 
have lived between 500 and 900 
A. D. All evidence so far has re­ 
stricted their location to west and 
northwest Ohio, southeast Mich­ 
igan, and the most easterly portion 
of Indiana,
